Macrame Turns Out 
Taller Than Creator

When you are just over five 


feet tall, 'making a six and a half 
foot macrame wall-hanging is no 
small order. 


But the size of the knotted 


piece was not'enough to stop 
Pris 
Thompson 
from 


volunteering to come up with a 
creative covering for the library 
window at Culler Junior High 
School, where she was a student 
last year. 


What she ended up with after 


a whole summer's effort was as 
much a surprise to Pris as to her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
Thompson, 3427 Dudley, and to 
her teachers who inspired the 
project. 


Blue Ribbon 


Pris' very first macrame was 


so good it got a first place blue 
ribbon at the State Fair. 


Inspired -by a school mini- 


course in macrame — where she 
tied her first artistic knot — Pris 
discovered a creativity in herself 
that she never knew was there 
until she started to work on the 
wall-hanging last May. 


Using basic knots and repti- 


tion at the top until she felt more 
sure of herself, Pris then let her . 
intuitive sense of design take 
over. 


"The part that took the 


longest was thinking of ideas," 
she explained. "I'd set for a long 
time in front of it and visualize 
what I would do." And some of 
her best thinking sessions, she 
confided, took place in bed at 
night, long after the lights were 
out 


"I used a tot of books," Pris 


admitted, "but I never copied. I 
just put things together.'' 


One of her special touches, a 


circle of orange-red feathers 
woven in the middle for color 
and variety, was inspired by a 
beautiful'sunset one night 
"Sunshine is one of my themes, I 
guess," she added. 


Sections Redone 


.Several sections had tpjbe 
redone when Pris' mind's ^ye 
produced less than pleasing 
results in jute. "I must have 
changed my mind half a dozen 
times," she recalled. 


"All summer 4t hung on our 


living room staircase banister. 
Daddy kept raising it a bit 
higher," she remembered. 


But at the end even the height 


of the staircase was barely 
enough. "I had to practically lie 
down to do the last few inches," 
Pris laughed. 


Entering the work in State 


Fair competition came only at 
the last minute urging of a 
neighbor. To meet the deadline 
Pris said she worked solidly 
from dawn to dusk the last week 
and finally finished "with fivv 
minutes to spare." 


Giving up her labor of love for 


the Culler library was a stoic 
gesture for 15-year-old Pris. "A 
deal is a deal and we made a 
deal." she said. 


So the surprise was all hers 


when some Culler staff deemed 
the hanging too valuable to keep. 


"I'm glad to have it back — 


more than anything." Pris 
sighed. "Our staircase is really 
empty without it It kinda grew 
on there."'

$903,718 Subject 
To Interest At 6% 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Vice 


President-designate Nelson A. 
Rockefeller disclosed Friday 
night he will have to pay an ad- 
ditional $903,718 in federal taxes, 
with interest likely to swell the 
sum he owes to,over $1 million. 


Rockefeller said Internal 


Revenue Service audits had dis- 
allowed more than $1.2 million 
he deducted in the past five 
years for charitable con- 
tributions and for office and in- 
vestment expenses. 


An aide said Rockefeller won't 


have to pay any penalties but 
that he will have to add interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent a year. A 
rough calculation showed that 
would add at least another $100,- 
000 to his tax bill. 


In addition, Rockefeller in- 


dicated he will likely have to pay 
additional state and local taxes, 
noting that the figures were 
made "prior to the resultant 
recomputation of state and city 
taxes." 


Rockefeller summarized the 


results of the audit in letters to 
the chairmen of the two con- 
gressional committees con- 
sidering his vice presidential 
nomination. 


The disclosure added an 


explosive new factor to the 
growing controvery over the 
Rockefeller nomination, which 
had seemed likely to gain 
overwhelming House and Senate 
approval when first announced 
by President Ford on Aug. 20. 


The figures disclosed by the 


former New York governor 
showed the audits required him 
to pay an additional $820,718 in 
federal income taxes and an ad- 
ditional $83,000 in federal gift 


taxes, virtually all of it because 
of the disallowed deductions. 


The totals compared with the 


$432,787 in back taxes and ap- 
proximately $30,000 in interest 
that the IRS found former Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon to owed 
when his federal tax returns 
were audited earlier this year. 


When Rockefeller testified 


before the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee last month he gave no in- 
dication in his prepared remarks 
that his income tax returns were 
subject to further audit. A 
Rockefeller spokesman said 
Friday night the additional tax 
assessments resulted from "a 
normal audit that goes on for 
someone with as big an income" 
as Rockefeller's. 


The letters left uncertain 


exactly why Rockefeller's deduc- 
tions had been disallowed. 


They also included a conflict 


between the $903,718 in ad- 
ditional federal income and gift 
taxes listed and the $896,173 in- 
crease in Rockefeller's total 
taxes over the past ten years. 
Aides said that was because the 
larger figure included additional 
gift taxes for 1974 that were not 
included in the ten-year totals. 


The main IRS adjustments in 


tax totals Rockefeller had earlier 
supplied the Senate Rules and 
House Judiciary Committees, 
subject to final audits, were a 
reduction of $824,598 in deduc- 
tions for office and investment 
expenses and a reduction of 
$420.649 in deductions for 
charitable contributions. 


Rockefeller said that at the 


time he submitted the figures to 
the two committees, federal tax 
audits were in process.

sulation and Lincoln Lumber Co. trucks 
rolled into the Quarells' driveway to 
deliver materials donated by the firms. 


Work Feverishly 


Students from the Nebraska 


Technical College at Milford, super- 
vised by their instructors, began 
working feverishly, sawing lumber, cut- 
ting plastic, hammering nails, climbing 


ladders, and before long the house was 
ready for winter. 


This winter the children won't have to 


bundle up in blankets to watch televi- 
sion and "they won't have to sleep in 
sleeping bags anymore," Mrs. Quarells 
said. 


The added insulation should reduce 


the heating bill too, leaving more 
money for other necessities. Mrs. 
Quarells said last winter she put "all the 
money on the gas bills," which ran as 
high as $60 per month. 


The Quarells' house was one of two 


Lincoln homes winterized Friday as 
part of a LAP project that will eventual- 
ly reach 50 more houses in Lincoln and 
Lancaster County. 


Solely For Poor 


The winterizing is solely for low- 


income homeowners who fall within the 


poverty guidelines established by the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
project coordinator June Fisher said. 
Priority will be given first to families, 
then the elderly. 


Daylight can still be seen between the 


bricks of the Quarells' house, a sure in- 
dication that snow will be filtering in a 
month or two hence, but assistant coor- 
dinator Carol Keith assured Mrs. 
Quarells that LAP would "see what can 
be done about that." 


"I never knew in my whole life that 


people were so wonderful," said Mrs. 
Quarells. 


When she was first told that her home 


had been selected to be winterized, she 
"couldn't believe" it was free. "I asked 
them to explain it again — that they 
were doing it all for nothing," she said. 


Now she's a believer.

Lincoln Electric System users will face a 10- 


15% rate hike every two to three years, according 
to a preliminary ten-year project plan. 


LES Advisory Board members heard the 


report from financial consultants Roger Mehle and 
John Raben of First Boston Corp. 


The consultants outlined $250 million worth of 


capital expenditures, which would require a 60% 
increase in revenue during the period. 


SIM Million Short 


If Lincoln's rates are not hiked, only $150 


million can be raised, Mehle said. 


LES Administrator Walt Canney said lin- 


colnites still would be better off than other electric 
rate payers around the country. 


He reported that 50 of the nation's largest 


utilities boosted their rates by an average of 55.4% 
during the first six months of this year. That com- 
pares to an average rise of 12.4% for 1973. 


LES's proposed ten-year plan would ap- 


propriate: $112 million to a generating complex in 
Wyoming, $61 million to distribution lines around 
Lincoln, $18 million to substations, $16 million to 
transmission lines. $12 million to purchase two 
Nebraska Public Power District lines, $5 million to 
a peaking unit now under construction near 
Rokeby and the rest to equipment, street lighting, a 
service headquarters building and rural lines.

Washington — Former Presi- 


dent Richard M. Nixon told John 
W. Dean ffl on March 17, 1973. 
to "cut" the Watergate scandal 
"off at the pass" by putting out a 
false story that "basically clears 
the president." 


Nixon's order to Dean, then 


his counsel, was recorded on the 
White House taping system. The 
tape was played at the Watergate 
cover-up trial Friday in conjunc- 
tion with Dean's testimony 
against the five former White 
House and Nixon campaign 
aides charged with the 
Watergate conspiracy- 


It was the third tape played at 


the trial. 


A few portions of the tape had 


been disclosed previously. One 
small segment was released by 
Nixon himself in the collection 
of edited White House 
transcripts that he turned over 
to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and the public last spring. 


Other segments of the conver- 


sation were disclosed in July 
when the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee made public the 
transcript of a taped conversa- 
tion on June 4, 1973, between 
Nixon and his press secretary. 


Ronald L. Ziegler. In that con- 
versation, Nixon told Ziegler of 
some of the contents of the 
March 17 meeting. 


But Friday's playing, to the 


jurors, the defendants and the 
rest of the people in Judge John 
J. Sirica's crowded courtroom, 
was the first disclosure of sub- 
stantial other segments — in- 
cluding the set of "self-serving 
statements" that Nixon wanted 
Dean to arrange. 


The main purpose of the 


meeting was to discuss ways to 
deal with the upcoming Senate 
Watergate hearings. Nixon 
started off by suggesting that 
Dean write a general statement 
to give Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., 
chairman of the Watergate Com- 
mittee, saying that "no one on 
the White House staff is in- 
volved" in the break-in at the 
Democratic 
national 


headquarters at the Watergate 
complex June 17, 1972. 


Dean noted that he hunseUt 


had been at a meeting prior to 
the break-in at which campaign 
officials — including John N. 
Mitchell, the former attorney 
general and now a defendant in 
the trial — had discussed 
"intelligence" operations such 
as bugging. 


"Well, you won't need to say 


in your statement the bugging," 
Nixon told Dean. 


Nixon said Dean's statement 


could acknowledge the existence 
of an intelligence operation, as 
carried out in any political cam- 
paign, but should say it was a 
legal operation and that the 
president had given instructions 
that campaign workers behave 
totally legally. 


"Then, you see," Nixon said a 


few moments later, "that 
basically clears the president 
frankly." 


The two men went on to dis- 


cuss the possible legal 
vulnerabilities of various people 
at the White House. Nixon told 
Dean that he must do his best to 
keep the blame fixed on the 
seven men already arrested and 
prosecuted for the break-in, 
maintaining the story that these 
seven — though they were paid 
with campaign committee funds 
and though they included cam- 
paign employes, were not 
authorized by the committee to 
act as they did.

Butz also indicated govern- 


ment help could come soon for 
beleaguered cattie raisers by 
federal efforts to develop foreign 
markets for beef, and for the 
dairy industry by a possible in- 
crease in the milk support price. 


He said he has the authority to 


set the support price at 
anywhere from 80 to 90% of 
parity, and it now stands at 90%. 


Bute emphasized his belief 


that food production can keep up 
with population increases for the 
next 25 years, but said the 
critical challenge will be in stop- 
ping the population explosion. 


He said developing nations in- 


dicated at the recent world pop- 
ulation conference their popula- 
tion growth was their own 
problem. "Well, I say to them 
then that feeding them is your 
problem, too." Butz said.

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Soviet Trade Accord Reached 


Washington — Sen. Henry 


Jackson announced at the White 
House that President Ford and 
Congress had formally agreed 
Friday on a compromise to 
provide trade benefits to the 
Soviet Union in return for a sub- 
stantial relaxation in Moscow's 
emigration politices. 


Calling it "an 
historic 


agreement," Jackson made 
public — with Ford's approval 
— an exchange of letters 
between himself and Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger that 
detailed the provisions. 


Kissinger said in his letter that 


he had assurances from Moscow 
that harassment of would-be 
Soviet emigrants would end. 
Jackson said in his letter that he 
understood this would lead to 


the annual emigration of at least 
60,000 Jews and others. 


The agreement, worked out by 


the Nixon and Ford ad- 
ministrations and key senators 
over several months, opens the 
way to rapid passage, after 
Congress returns Nov. 18 from 
recess, of a long-sought omnibus 
trade bill The bill was held up 
by the dispute in which proposed 
trade benefits for Moscow were 
linked to Soviet emigration 
policies. 


Crucial to the agreement will 


be Moscow's compliance with 
the terms outlined in the 
Kissinger-Jackson letters. The 
terms of the agreement, if 
followed, would mean a major 
liberalization of Soviet policies. 


Kissinger, who will visit the 


Soviet Union for four days next 
week, will have the compromise 


on his agenda for discussion with 
Soviet Communist Party leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev and other 
top Soviet leaders. 


If Congress passes the bill in 


the form agreed to by Ford with 
Jackson and others, a significant 
irritant in Soviet-American 
relations will have been 
removed. 


The Nixon administration had 


promised the Soviet Union non-' 
discriminatory tariffs in 1972 but 
had been unable to grant them 
because of congressional 
pressure, led by Jackson, D- 
Wash., for linkage to emigration. 
The Soviet Union is not now 
treated as favorably as other 
trading partners of the United 
States. 


At a news 
conference 


following a meeting with Ford, 
Jackson, together with Sen. 


Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., and 
Rep. Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, 
told of the agreement. They 
were key participants in the 
negotiations, along with Sen. 
Abraham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn. 


As outlined by Jackson, the 


trade bill will allow Ford to ex- 
tend so-called most-favored na- 
tion treatment to the Russians 
and to continue granting them 
government-backed credits for 
an 18-month period. 


One month before the expira- 


tion period, the President could 
ask Congress for a one-year 
renewal. Congress would renew 
it by concurrent resolution 
within 60 days. If no resolution is 
passed, the trade benefits would 
continue unless within 45 days 
either house voted to discon- 
tinue them. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Ford gave the housing in- 
dustry what he called a shot in 
the arm Friday. 


The shot was a fresh dose of 


federal money — $3 billion now 
and up to $4.75 billion more if 
the industry fails to shake the 
lethargy which has affected it for 
two years. 


The bill will allow about 


100,000 new buyers of homes to 


save about $28 a month in 
cheaper loans. 


The home building industry 


was starting new homes at an an- 
nual rate of 2,509,000 units 
two years ago, but is sputtering' 
along at only a 1,120,000-unit 
pace now 


Interest rates for homebuyers 


have backed off only slightly in 
recent weeks from record levels. 
The industry's unemployment 


rate of 12.4 per cent compares 
with a 5.8 per cent rate 
nationwide. 


The bill provides Treasury 


backing for the Government 
National Mortgage Association, 
or Ginnie Mae, to buy $3 billion 
worth of mortgages which would 
have to be provided to 
homebuyers at below the going 
rate.

Ford Signs Turkish Aid Compromise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Ford signed a compromise 
bill Friday with restrictions on 
U.S. 
military aid to Turkey, 


although he said he considers 
this measure "ill-advised and 
dangerous." 


The action ended a major con- 


frontation with Congress in 
which Ford vetoed two previous' 
measures because he said the aid 


restrictions 
threatened 


diplomatic efforts to settle the 
Cyprus dispute 


The bill signing means that 


emergency funds will now be 
provided for several government 
departments and 
agencies, 


whose payrolls had been holed 
up for three weeks in the cross- 
fire between Congress and the 


President 


The compromise bill, which 


Ford signed "with serious reser- 
vations," would cut off U.S. aid 
to Turkey after Dec. 10. It would 
be suspended sooner, if that 
country violates the Cyprus 
cease-fire in the interim or in- 
creases its forces on Cyprus or 
sends any U S "implements of 
war" into that island 


cover 100,000 home mortgages. 


Ginnie Mae would resell the

Friday, then turned a gun on 
herself and committed suicide, 
police said. 


She left a note that authorities 


said read in part. "The more I 
trust you, the more you let me 
down. I can't take it any more. 
Please forgive me. You don't 
know how deep my love is for 
you, and you turned your back 
on me without hearing the 
facts." 


Green, a 27-year-old soul 


singer whose records have sold 
more than 20 million copies in 
the last four years, was in good 
condition at Baptist Memorial 
Hospital with second-degree 
burns on his back, arm and ab- 
domen. Police said the burns 
were caused by the hot grits. 


The dead woman was iden- 


tified as Mary Woodson, 29, of 
Madison, N.J. Sheriff's Sgt. J.R. 
Roberts said: "The deceased 
was shot in the head with a .38- 
caliber pistol." Roberts said two 
other shots had been fired from 
the pistol, which was registered 
to Green. 


Inspector Dan Jones said 


authorities had "enough 


evidence to where we can call it 
a suicide " 


Deputies quoted Green as 


saying Mrs. Woodson had 
proposed marriage to the singer 
and that he turned her down 
moments before the shooting. 
Authorities said Mrs Wood- 
son's husband, Raymond Wood- 
son of Parsippany, N.J., had 
authorized an autopsy 


Police said Green told them 


Mrs. Woodson had been his 
guest at the house for about a 
week, as was Carlotta Beth 
Williams, 21, of Denver. Colo. 


Detectives quoted Miss 


Williams as saying she and 
Green had returned to his home 
from a recording session that 
lasted most of the night and that 
he had gone upstairs to get 
cleaned up. 


Green has made eight records 


that have sold a million copies or 
more.

LES Board Still Adamant 
On Continuing Steam Heat

An adamant Lincoln Electric 


System (LES) Board Friday 
reiterated its opposition to con- 
tinuing steam-heat service to a 
number of downtown merchants 
after 1976. 


The steam operation not only 


is running in the red, board 
members said, but the K St. 
power plant which supplies the 
steam is antiquated and the 
plant's boilers cannot be 
economically converted to burn 
solid waste. 


Board members, who become 


electrified whenever the subject 
of steam-heat arises, were 
mobilizing for a Monday City 
Council hearing on the 
mushrooming controversy over 
steam-heat. 


A number of downtown 


businessmen asked the council 
to take a second look at the 
board's 1972 decision to discon- 
tinue steam service in 1976. 


New Developments 


Those customers contend new 


developments warrant a re- 
opening of the issue. The firms 
cite the increasing shortages of 
natural gas and fuel oil, which 
means, they say, that some of 
the larger buildings cannot be 
assured of receiving a supply of 
those fuels. 


The merchants contend that 


conversion of solid waste to fuel 
or the construction of a new 
power and steam plant now is 
warranted. 


And the merchants say that it 


would be easier from an en- 
vironmental standpoint to clean 
up emissions from one central 
smokestack, rather than from 75 
individual ones. 


LES officials don't buy those 


arguments. 


The system will lose $102,000 


this year supplying steam to 111 
customers, according to LES. 
The deficit would have been 
greater, except for council action 
last July hiking steam rates by 
55%, board member Neal Tyner 
said. 


Based On Studies 


Tyner and LES Board Chair- 


man John Haessler pointed out 
that LES's anti-steam decision in 
1972 was based on three 
engineering studies. One study 
was 
financed 
by 
the 


businessmen through the Lin- 
coln Center Development 
Association. 


All three studies concluded it 


would cost more money for 
steam customers to rebuild a 
central system than it would to 
convert to individual heating 
systems. 


Referring to the suggestion 


that LES burn solid wastes at 
the plant, Haessler said the cost 
of converting old and 
deteriorating equipment would 
be prohibitive. 


A report from the manufac- 


turer who installed the two 
boilers at the K St. plant said one 
boiler would be too small to ac- 
commodate solid waste. The se- 
cond boiler could accomodate a 


limited amount of solid waste, 
the report said. 


But, the manufacturer said, 


expensive equipment would be 
needed to modify the plant to 
burn garbage. 


LES Administrator Walt 


Canney pointed out that the 
plant may be shut down before 
1976. 


Variance Permit 
, 


The plant is operating under a 


six-month variance permit from 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency because the plant, which 
burns coal, violates emission 
standards set in the Clean Air 
Act. 


The variance permit expires in 


February 1975. If the EPA does 
not extend the permit, LES 
would be forced to burn scarce 
natural gas to produce the 
steam, Canney said. 


Board member Nick Basbara 


said LE9took over operation of 
the K St. plant in 1972 as a favor 
to downtown businesses in the 
first place, when the original 
owner, Consumers Public Power 
District, announced it was going 
to cut off steam service. 


"We took the plant on 


knowing it was a turkey," 
Bashara said. 


Bashara asked the LES staff to 


prepare a report on the possible 
disposition of the K St. plant, 
should the City Council uphold 
the board's decision. 


The hearing begins at 1:30 


p.m. Monday in the council 
chambers.

newspaper editor, after his first 
romantic jolt in Eugene 
O'Neill's "Ah, Wilderness," 
which opened Friday at Lin- 
coln's Community Playhouse. 


The play is about Richard, a 


young man who protects 
idealism with cynicism- during 
what Ms father remembers as 
"those foolish years." 


'Too Sensitive' 


He's a youth who's hot on 


"poetry" and "socialism" and, 
his mother says, "too sensitive 
inside for his own good." 


He's a young man rebelling, as 


all young men do, says O'Neill. 


And it was clear, Friday, by 


the nervous, male laughs that 
many men remembered those 
years. 


Richard suffered his heart- 


break on July 4,1906. Playhouse 
Director John.R. Wilson wrote 
that such heartbreak, such 
rebellion continues today, 
making the play just as real as it 
was nearly 70 years ago. 


But it's clearly a man's play. 


Perhaps because it's a situation 
seen through the eyes of a young 
man who has trouble crediting 
his father with any sense, much 
less his mother. 


2 Sorts Of Women 


Or perhaps because that part 


of the play is dated. But the 
women characters are of two 
sorts — those whom you have to 
ask to kiss but who grow up to 
worry only about fevers and 
table manners, and those "tarts" 
whom young men are to avoid. 


The acting was up and down. 


At its best, it was grand humor; 
at its worst, a speech. Bob 
Stuewig, as Richard's father, 
was perhaps most consistently 
good. 


Scott. Boughn plays Richard; 


Jan Healy is Essie Miller, his 
mother; Jeff Belker, Michelle 
Barret and Chris Draney are the 
other Miller children. Gerry 
Egan is Sid Davis; Sidney 
Johnsen is Lily Miller, his girl 
for more than 16 years. Don 
Williamson is David McComber, 
the concerned father of 
Richard's girl friend, Muriel, 
played by Patricia Oxley.

Corruption, But Not Just Yet" 


Nineteen years in the making, covering 


455.3 miles of the state of Nebraska and 
costing $387 million — those, are the 
statistics that take on life and meaning just 
west of Sidney today. At that point, a day of 
celebration will mark the opening of the I- 
80 Interstate Highway from the bluffs of 
eastern Nebraska to the sandy hills of the 
west. 


Nebraska, we are told, becomes the 


first state in the nation to complete its 
super highway, a distinction tempered a 
bit, perhaps, by the fact that our interstate 
allocation might not have been all that it 
should have been. Still, we got the job done 
that was given to us and that is an element 
of pride that no one can take from us. 


As the highway now traverses the 


largely rural elements in the state, a little 
of its promise has been diminished. At 
completion, it hasn't quite the luster it 
enjoyed when it was first conceived and 
started. 


The reason for that, of course, is the 


energy shortage. The rising cost and lack of 
adequate supplies of petroleum has put a 
damper on the use of the private 
automobile, the machine that gives the 
Interstate its major purpose in being. 


But one need only to travel the 


Interstate to appreciate the still existing 
enormity of the enterprise. It is, of course, 
a masterpiece of transportation design and 
construction. It makes terribly obsolete 
every other highway in the state. 


Despite the petroleum supply 


problems of the nation, the newly com- 
pleted highway is a vital link in the state's 
overall economic system. It will move an 
endless daily supply of products of the 
manufacturers of the nation. And it will 
contribute greatly for long into the future 
to the welfare and prosperity of 
agriculture. 


The general driving public will receive 


from it many years of benefit in terms of 
convenience, safety and economy. The 
Interstate system throughout the nation is 
a contribution to petroleum conservation 
by moving goods and people on far more 
direct routes than did the old highway 
system. 


Hopefully, the Nebraska system will 


serve to tie the state more closely together, 
to make us realize how dependent we are 
upon one another. This Saturday opening 
of the last leg of the super highway is a 
milestone that ranks high in the history of 
the state. 


A Long, Long, Story 


The cornerstone ceremony Friday 


celebrating the symbolic completion of 
Lincoln's new federal building and 
courthouse caps a lengthy struggle marked 
by the patient but relentless efforts of local 
leadership and Nebraskans in Congress. 


Part of the federal building story un- 


fortunately entails the endless delays which 
blocked the actual start of the project. The 
dream of the federal building turned into a 
nightmare of "next year, next year." And 
part of the story was the political in- 
fighting which attended the journey 
through the congressional obstacle course. 
Our elected officials in Washington seemed 
inclined to take individual credit for 
progress for themselves and leave little for 
the guy belonging to the other party. 


But there is plenty of praise to be 


passed around. Local leaders such as the 
late Nathan Gold, former Mayor Abe Mar- 
tin and Judge Robert Van Pelt early on ar- 
ticulated the need for new federal facilities 
in Lincoln. They were enthusiastically 
joined by other Lincoln officials of that 
day. Senators Roman Hruska and Carl Cur- 


tis certainly worked long and hard in the 
upper house and with several ad- 
ministrations to obtain authorization and 
funding for the project. And Rep. Charles 
Thone is to be commended for his support 
of the lease-purchase arrangement which 
enabled work to begin when it did, rather 
than having to rely on the rather unreliable 
prospects of direct appropriation. 


Conspicuously absent from the 


cornerstone-laying ceremony, however, 
was former First District Congressman 
Clair Callan, the Democrat from Odell. It 
was Callan, working through a Democratic 
White House, who was instrumental in ob- 
taining General Services Administration 
authorization of the project and its initial 
approval by the House Public Works Com- 
mittee in the mid-'60s. It was almost six 
years after Callan's service ended .that the 
financing vehicle for the Lincoln building 
and others was finally agreed upon. 


The building is now a reality, soon to 


be occupied. In passing around the praise, 
reserve some for Clair Callan.

Good Candidate, No Image 


GREEN BAY, WIS. - "I'm 


going to buy him a dog named 
Charisma so he can say he's got 
charisma," a friend of .Sen. 
Walter Mondale observed wryly 
the other day. 


The friend was joking, but he 


was also half-serious. For Fritz 
Mondale's early presidential 
appearances have left the im- 
pression of a fellow who can't 
stir the emotions of a crowd, 
who is too rational to inspire the 
magical kind of leadership once 
associated with the Kennedys. 


That's the trouble with cam- 


paigning two years in advance of 
the presidential convention. 
Nobody but the candidate is 
really very excited about or even 
interested in such a faraway con- 
test. 


If Mondale gets stuck with a 


reputation of lacking charisma, 
it could be psychologically 
damaging to his candidacy. But 
such a tag now is meaningless in 
any real sense. 


"I've heard people say Fritz 


doesn't have charisma." Joan 
Mondale told a Minnesota 
audience recently. "All I can say- 
is. 'So what"?" 


"I think people are going to 


look beyond images in 1976 and 


choose a man with the country's 
needs in mind," she added.

Mondale is banking on his 


wife's optimistic opinion. 
Meanwhile, he is being utterly 
realistic about his candidacy. 
Eager supporters have predicted 
that he will easily pick up that 
one-third of the Democratic par- 
ty which would have been 
Kennedy's for the asking. But he 
knows a large segment of that 
support came from black com- 
munities, and most black voters 
don't even know Mondale's 
name. He is going to have to 
work for their votes. 


He hopes to launch a full-scale 


campaign early next year, with 
"a blend" of political experts 
from all wings of the party. He is 
considering hiring some former 
McGovefn advisers, .but he 
wants to avoid the McGovem 
mistakes of extremist positions 
and inflexible attitudes towards 
those with ideological 
differences. "I'm running my 
own campaign, not trying to re- 
run someone else's," he says 
sharply. 


There are signs that Mondale 


may well emerge as the favorite 
of the Democratic liberal es- 


tablishment, although the shape 
of that establishment has not 
been quite clear since the 
McGovern disaster and resultant 
bitterness., 


But Mondale barely rates a 


blip on the public opinion poll 
radarscope (neither, of course, 
do any other possible candidates 
except the re-runs from past 
campaigns). When asked, "Why 
Mondale?", hardly any of his 
potential supporters 'can offer a 
reasoned explanation. 


Introducing Mondale here 


before a state AFL-CIO conven- 
tion, Sen. Gaylord A'elson (D- 
Wis.) offered one rationale for 
supporting his colleague. "He 
has a sense of humor," Nelson 
said. "Never, never trust anyone 
in power if they don't have a 
sense of humor. They're 
dangerous. We just got rid of one 
of those: imagine a world full of 
NLxons... What a terrible place 
it would be." 


As an afterthought. Nelson 


added: "He is also the ablest and 
most talented young man in the 
United States Senate."

Against Home Businesses

This letter is written as a warning to all home owners who 


think they are secure in having a home in an area zoned 
"residential." There is no such thing in Lincoln! Anyone, 
anywhere can start up a business in a home or garage as the or- 
dinance now reads. 


The only restrictions are the size of a sign and the number 


of people who can be hired to woik in the business. These peo- 
ple care nothing about their neighbors or the neighborhood. 


These home businesses do not have to conform in any way 


with any of the regulations that ordinary business owners have. 
There is no way to check on the income of home businesses and 
I would bet that less than ten percent declare all their income. 
By not paying state and federal income taxes on all their income 
means people working for companies with payroll deductions 
for income tax are subsidizing the home businesses. 


Also, part-time home businesses (nights and weekends) are 


probably not declaring any of what they take in. Some call it a 
"hobby." I know that no one is going to work night after night 
and every weekend on other peoples' cars, motorcycles, lawn- 
mowers, or any other repair job for nothing. 


The noise, lights at night, extra traffic and the eyesore that 


usually goes along with these businesses is an imposition on the 
neighbors' peace and quiet that is supposed to be found in 
residential areas. Lincoln has plenty of business-zoned land. 


There is a new ordinance being drafted concerning home 


businesses. Write or call the members of your City Council, the 
mayor and the building inspector and have this new ordinance 
take the business out of our residential neighborhoods and put it 
where it belongs. Both cannot be zoned in the same places.

Don't Sell Ford Short 


WASHINGTON - The guess here is 


that President Ford has much more sup- 
port with the American people than he 
has in the Congress, the press, or the un- 
iversities. The popularity polls may not 
show it yet, and his policies on the 
economy and the Nixon pardon do not 
support it, but there is something about 
this man that makes people believe in 
him, even when they disagree with his 
decisions. 


His appearance before members of the 


House Judiciary Committee to explain 
why he pardoned former President Nixon 
helps explain the paradox. He didn't 
satisfy many members of the committee 
that his decision, and particularly the 
timing on his decision, was right, but he 
satisfied even the members who thought 
he was wrong that he was honest and 
telling the truth. 


This is a big advance in Washington. It 


has long been argued by political cynics 
that cunning and devious leaders with 
good intentions do less damage than 
honest naive men, and it may be true. But 
after a decade of clever twisters at the top 
of the American government, Ford is a 
temporary relief, even if he's wrong. 


The key word, of course, is "tem- 


porary". Personal honesty, good inten- 
tions, locker-room exhortations, and 
"WIN" buttons won't solve the economic 
crisis, but in dealing with the Nixon par- 


don, Ford at Jeast tried to restore the mis- 
sing sense of trust, which is essential to 
the resolution of all our other problems. 


The Ford contrast with Nixon and 


Johnson is startling. The tragedy of Viet- 
nam and Watergate was not the original 
policies but the coverups. Johnson took 
the country into the war and Nixon into 
Watergate by stealth, both deceiving and 
evading the Congress when they got in 
trouble. The comparison is unfair and the 
analogy inaccurate, but Ford, when'he 
got in trouble on the pardon, at least had 
the gumption to face the opposition. 


Obviously, it was an easier problem, 


but Ford's instinct was true. He decided 
not only to answer the questions of the 
House Judiciary Committee, but to 
appear before them, state his case, and 
answer their question. In the process, he 
destroyed the outrageous Nixon claims of 
excessive "executive privilege," and set a 
precedent of presidential accountability 
that may be much more important than 
what happens to Nixon. 


In the process, he expanded national 


television into the democratic process, 
not only on judging candidates, but on 
deciding basic issues of policy. Now we 
have not only a "question hour" between 
the President and the Congress, as 
between the prime minister in the House 
of Commons in London, but a dialogue 
between the President, the Congress, and 


through television, with the people. 


From Ford's point of view, this historic 


appearance in the dock of the Congress 
and before a national television audience 
was a brilliant political decision, all the 
more so because it was probably not 
calculated, but came as a natural 
response to serious questions from his old 
colleapes in the House of Represen- 
tatives. 


He didn't have to go to Capitol Hill. 


The basic issue had been settled. He had 
pardoned Richard Nixon, and nobody 
questioned his right to do so. The only 
questions were whether he had made a 
deal with Nixon on the pardon, and 
whether his judgment was right on timing 
it before Nixon was indicted or convicted. 


There was no "deal", he said, and he 


pardoned Nixon before indictment or 
conviction because he thought a long 
Nixon trial would divide and tear up the 
country for over a year. He wanted to end 
the controversy and get,- on to the 
questions of the future on wages, prices, 
trade, balance of payments and peace.

Well, maybe his judgment was wrong, 


for by pardoning Nixon before indictment 
or conviction, he didn't end the 
Watergate controversy but revived it. 
Nevertheless, be insisted that a struggle 
in the courts and press would have 
diverted the country from its serious 
problems at home and abroad, that, 


anyway, Nixon had resigned "under 
shame and disgrace", and that, by 
agreeing to the pardon, Nixon had con- 
ceded his guilt. 


The way Ford said this, however, was 


probably the main thing for the Judiciary 
Committee and the television audience. 
He was, in his appearance, his manner, 
and his answers absolutely the opposite 
of Nixon. 


He was not ducking Congress. He was 


there in the committee room. He was not 
invoking "executive privilege/' He was 
not fighting Congress. He was courteous 
and even respectful of his questioners. 
"That is correct, sir." "My infomr.tion is 
different, but that is a fair question, sir." 
Did he think the committee should call 
General Haig and other White House 
types? That was not for him to say, he 
said — that was up to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


So you can say Jerry Ford is wrong on 


prices and wages, and wrong on par- 
doning Nixon too soon, and silly to spin 
around the country raising funds for the 
Republicans at chicken dinners when he 
is needed back in Washington, but he 
proved in the Nixon pardoning hearings 
that he is not to be underestimated. 


He left many unanswered questions, 


but the committee was with him on the 
whole, and the television audience, 
probably more so, caught his integrity, 
which has been the missing element in 
Washington for too many years.

Energy, Prices And Votes 


WASHINGTON - Giving with 


one hand and taking away with 
the other is the end result of the 
Ford war on inflation. The in- 
come tax will be eased for those 
in the low brackets, but they will 
pay more for the energy to light 
and heat their homes. 


In the confusion of advice in 


the White House, the Nixon 
holdovers have been urging state 
regulatory agencies to move 
rapidly to grant utility rate in- 
creases. The dubious reason is 
that with greater revenues, light 
and power companies will in- 
crease investment in new 
facilities.

Ed Administrators 
Jake Aim At DAS

Nebraska City — The State 


Department of Administrative 
Services (DAS) came under fire 
Friday during a meeting of the 
Nebraska State Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Carry D. Cartwright, assistant 


education commissioner and 
rehabilitation services director, 
and Francis Colgan, special 
' education administrator, took 
swipes at DAS. 


Cartwright denied accusations 


he is jeopardizing penitentiary 
work release and skills trainings 
programs by refusing to approve 
federal funds for them, thereby 
not complying with LB1053, as 
DAS has charged. 


State Corrections Director 


Joseph Vitek made the charges 
against Cartwright Oct. 1 before 
the Legislature's Appropriations 
Committee. 


Chairman Richard Marvel, 


and Sens. David Stahraer and 
Harold Simpson joined with ac- 
cusations Cartwright safd 
damaged his professional 
reputation. 


Withholding Denied 


Cartwright denied he withheld 


$582,000 in federal correctional 
rehabilitation funds that LB1053 
provides the penitentiary 
programs. He said the federal 
government has ruled that only 
inmates with severe physical or 
emotional handicaps may 
qualify; inmates with behavioral 
disorders are, ineligible, the 
government decided. 


While he is barred from ap-, 


proving funds for ineligible 
clients, Cartwright said, "Of the 
$666,000 earmarked for 
rehabilitation" of inmates, "I 
have committed over $471,000 of 
it for inmate services, and will 
make every effort to justify the 
full amount prior to the close" of 
fiscal 1975. 


He and board members noted 


that DAS Director Stan Matzke, 
in maintaining that any inmate is 
eligible for the programs, is 
trying to carry out provisions of 
LB1053, according to the intent 
of the 1974 Legislature. 


But Cartwright said, "I can't 


find a place to spend 1582,000 
out there (in the penitentiary), 
because there aren't that many 
clients who qualify," and he is 
bound by the federal restric- 
tions. 


The Education Department 


must report any deviations from 
LB1053 funding to the 
Legislature in January. Stanley 
and Board President Marilyn 
Fowler of Lexington agreed to 
investigate the matter for a 
board report Nov. 8. 


In the second matter, Special 


Education Administrator Colgan 
said 
the 
Education 


Department's "relationship to 
the DAS is subservient," 
because DAS is blocking pay- 
ment for services performed by 
educational service units 
(ESUs). 


Colgan said the Education 


Department owes ESUs and, 
other agencies $1,026,000 for 
first-quarter payments this fiscal 
year, but DAS has said, "We can- 
not accept your request for your 
vouchers" for about 800 checks, 
because of a language technicali- 
ty in the appropriations bill, 
LB403. 


The attorney general,« Colgan

"I'm trying to run a 
program for handicapped kids.V 
He added, "I believe we ought to 
challenge their (DAS's) bucking 
these vouchers back to us." 


Board member Frank Landis 


said, "It seems to me DAS has 
only an administrative function" 
with the vouchers. 


Colgan agreed, saying the 


language in LB403 "clearly is in 
keeping with the attorney 
general's opinion.'' He said, 
"The crunch is on, in terms of 
them (ESUs and agencies) not 
going to be able to meet 
payrolls."

Wilber — Wading through current news of 


violence, political corruption and economic dis- 
aster, the typical newspaper reader probably 
doesn't expect to run across a story that will 
brighten his whole day — let alone his whole 
life. 


But that's exactly what happened to Mrs. 


James Dvorak, who was reunited with her 
mother thanks to a clue inadvertently provided 
by an article which ran Oct. 4,1973, in The Lin- 
coln Star and The Lincoln Journal. 


Scanning a story about Seward's oldest Ger- 


man resident, Mrs. Sofia Hilgendorf, Mrs. 
Dvorak was "really shook up" to find that the 
Seward centenarian was being visited by a Mrs. 
Verona Winters of Santa Cruz, Calif. 


Adopted at birth and raised in Ohio, Mrs. 


Dvorak learned her true mother's name — 
Vetona Winters — only after her foster 
mother's death in 1961, when the adoption 
decree turned up in some estate papers. After 
that, 12 years of searching failed to provide Mrs. 
Winters' whereabouts. 


After reading the news story, Mrs. Dvorak 


immediately called Seward, only to learn that 
her mother had just leftfor California. She sat 
down and wrote a letter. 


"I was so shook up she probably couldn't 


read it," Mrs. Dvorak says. Later she realized 
that in her excitement she had forgotten to 
enclose her phone number, so the next day she 
wrote again. 


The tetter was waiting when Mrs. Winters 


returned home, and she was every bit as 


overjoyed as her daughter. She got in touch im- 
mediately. 


Many letters followed, so many that when 


Mrs Dvorak and her daughter Lisa flew out to 
California for Thanksgiving, it was like visiting 
an old friend — although in fact mother and 
daughter were meeting for the first time. 


Last spring Mrs. Winters spent two months 


visiting Mrs. Dvorak and Mrs. Hilgendorf. All 
four generations were together in Seward for 
Mother's Day. 


"If I had the money, I'd be out there again 


this month," Mrs. Dvorak says. But for the time 
being, travel is out of the question for both 
women. Still, they write each other nearly every 
day and call once in a while. 


"I've been closer to her since I've met her 


than I ever was to my foster mother," Mrs. 
Dvorak says. "It's funny, somebody my age 
shouldn't need a mother — but it's sure nice to 
have one." 


Mrs. Dvorak also has a grandmother for the 


first time — and just 40 miles away. She visits 
Mrs. Hilgendorf monthly and writes now and 
then, so they have come to know each other 
quite well. 


And consider all the other newly formed

(John and Kevin Korbelik, by a former 
marriage; James, 14, and Lisa, 10) all have 
gained a great-grandmother as well as a grand- 
mother.

The Soviet Union does not 


have enough labor so it must 
apply technology and it is 
looking to the U.S for new 
ideas, he said "We can't afford 
to use anything but the latest 
technology. Water management 
techniques will not be applied on 
a regional scale but on a national 
one." 


Fischbach referred to an 


agreement which came out of his 
recent visit to Russia in which 
the U.S. team will learn the 
technology behind a water- 
powered gated canal system. 
The Russians showed interest in 
a mini-computer similar to the 
one in operation in the Tn- 
County Irrigation System which 
adjusts water level automatically 
to feed water into the system. 


Following a short stay in Lin- 


coln, the delegation visited the 
Central Nebrsaka Public Power 
and Irrigation District's office 
Friday to inspect computer con- 
trol of the canal operation and 
then drove to the North Platte 
Station to study solid set 
sprinkler systems and center 
pivot systems.

Survey Shows Feedlots 
Fattening Fewer Cattle 


Americans are likely to be 


eating more grass-fed beef and 
perhaps some meat substitutes 
this winter, a government survey 
of cattle feedlotsjhows. 


The reason is^that livestock 


feeders have fewer grain-fed cat- 
tle fattening for market. 


According to the "cattle on 


feed" report for Oct. 1, 
Nebraska feeders have 1,040,000 
head in their lots, down 28% 
from last year. 


The national figure, based on a 


study of the 23 ton livestock 
feeding states, is 9,149,000 a 
24% decrease from 1973. 


Cattle on feed Oct. 1 weighing 


900 or more pounds totaled 497,- 
000 in Nebraska, down 21% from 
a year earlier. Doug Murfield, 
director of the State-Federal 
Division of Agricultural 
Statistics, said those in the 
under-700-pound "category 
numbered 177,000, or 25% fewer 
than last year. 
,' 


Murfield said Nebraska 


feeders sent 720,000 fat cattle to 
market during the July- 
September quarter, a decline of 
4% from a year ago. 


Some of the slack this fall will 


be taken up by increased 
marketing of beef cows "and so- 
called "non-fed" cattle, fattened 
mostly on grass and silage. 


The report showed that 


feedlot operators are buying 
more yearling cattle and fewer 


lightweight cattle. The decline in 
heavy cattle is estimated to be 
19%, while lightweight calves 
are down 59% from a year ago. 


Murfield said feeders intend to 


market 680.000 fat cattle in the 
last quarter of this year, 26% less 
than in the same period in 1973.

Film Editor 


Is Not 


A Newcomer 


Patty Nealin

Patty Nealin is a long-time professional in a 


business where women are just beginning to be 
visible — the broadcast media. 


For years, women have worked behind the 


scenes in radio and television — in advertising and 
promotion, in film and music libraries and in the 
detail and scheduling areas, according to Ms. 
Nealin. 


But in the past few years, Americans have 


begun to hear women's voices and see women's 
faces on programs other than "women's shows." 


This new female visibility in television and 


radio is due more to government pressure on 
stations than to a great change in the attitude of 
society or of station managers and owners, con- 
ceded Ms. Nealin, who is president of the 23,000- 
member American Women in Radio and Television 
(AWRT). 


"A couple of years ago I would have said that 


the last areas which would be opened to women (in 
the media) would be news and (advertising) sales," 
said Ms. Nealin, who herself is film manager for 
WGN-TV in Chicago. 


Instead, these are the two main areas which 


women have invaded. 


Possibly because these are highly visible areas, 


women are placed in them to show the station's 
good intentions not to discriminate, according to 
Ms. Nealin. 


And women have proved that they can do well 


in these fields. 


Ms. Nealin said she has known of sales staffs, 


where a competent woman was hired, and the in- 
staff competition with this woman raised the entire 
department's sales. 


The successful Barbara Walters, also shows 


that women can often get answers to questions that 
some men couldn't even ask, according to Ms. 
Nealin. 


"The wise woman," said Ms. Nealin "can walk 


that thin line," capitalizing on those special female 


.advantages and skills while working in a "man's 
world." 


And Ms. Nealin has evidently walked that line, 


for she now heads a staff of 12 at the independent 
Chicago station. 


The AWRT is trying to help the broadcast 


media find the "qualified" women they need to 
meet their affirmative action commitments by 
asking stations to look into their own staffs to up- 
grade women; and by the collection information on 
members in a national professional registry. 


"At least this (the registry) will blunt the 


saying, 'Well, we'd love to do it, but honey, I can't 
find any qualified women,' " said Ms. Nealin. 


Women are also moving into the traditionally 


male camera crews and the mechanical end of the 
broadcast media, but Ms. Nealin pointed out that 
union attitudes in some areas are slowing down this 
progress. 


The AWRT organization is interested in affir- 


mative action for women in the profession, but 
"we're not militant,' we don't march, and we 
aren't threatening," said Ms. Nealin. "And our in- • 
terests also run the gamut of the industry." 


The national organization studies many of the 


issues relating to the broadcast media and then 
educates its members on these issues, according to 
Ms. Nealin. 


Women Get More Of The Action 


New York — Women's voices are ringing with 


greater and greater authority these days. Nowhere 
is the sound more noticeable than in news broad- 
casting, long the land of the baritone. 


Broadcasting executives, first in radio, then in 


television, have traditionally held that feminine 
voices lacked the timbre to transmit weighty events 
and that this made women less credible than men 
as reporters. 


True, such pioneers as Pauline Frederick, 


Marlene Sanders, and Barbara Walters with her 
famous lisp, did make it to the .microphones and 
the cameras but they are among the rare excep- 
tions. 


"A few slipped through the system," Miss 


Sanders, now an ABC news documentary producer, 
recalled the other day. "I was alone in the new- 
sroom for years." 


Now, largely because of government and 


feminist pressures, more than a handful of

manufacturing firm. Instead of fashion shows, the 
men were invited to enjoy a game of golf. 


"We had planned to set up some tours," but 


most of the eight men who came wanted to attend 
the meetings with their wives, according to Don 
Maun, who helped make arrangements for the 
regional conference. 


"This is the first time that husbands were 


specifically invited to any AWRT regional 
meeting," said Maun, "but it's something we're 
going to^be seeing more of." 


newswomen are being heard and seen on millions 
of television screens where they represent perhaps 
the most visible proof that the women's movement 
is working 


The proof is reflected not only on the three 


major networks, home of such hard-news stars as 
Cassie Mackin (NBC), Lesley Stahl (CBS), and 
Virginia Sherwood (ABC), but also on the local 
stations, a few of which have already scored a beat 
on their New York City counterparts by hiring 
women to anchor prime time weekday news 
programs on a regular basis. 


And Allen J. Bell, vice president and general' 


manager of KYW-TV in Philadelphia is among 
news executives predicting even better things. 


"Right now," he said, "the action is at the bot- 


tom of the ladder. The progress of women in broad- 
casting could be measured when they began 
appearing on the screen. Then they started to show 
up on crews doing jobs you'd nev* think a woman 
would do. Now, some are becoming supervisors, 
department heads. A woman station manager isn't 
very far away." • 


Statistically speaking women have hardly 


liberated the airwaves. Government records for 
1973 show that 9,311 or 23% of the full-time 
employes of the country's 614 commercial televi- 
sion stations were women. Of these 69%. were 
clerical or office workers. 


But more important than the figures, in the 


minds of many, is the fact that newswomen are 
beginning to make some impact on broadcasting, a 
fact confirmed in dozens of interviews^around the 
country. 
°- 


One of the more dramatic examples came from 


Seattle where a breast cancer detection series ran 
on KING-TV's 6 o'clock news. It ran, according to 
Jean Enersen, a 30-year-old co-anchor on the 
program, despite some male misgivings that the 
subject might be wrong for "the dinner hour." 


A follow-up survey by the station found that 


cancer was detected in 80 women who went to a 
clinic mentioned" and that 76 of them had surgery. 


"What.could be more satisfying to a woman 


than saving lives?" Mrs. Enersen asked.

WBBM-TV evening news program, has "fought for 
women's stories," such as a recent one on the 
dangers of intrauterine contraceptive devices. 
"The men didn't think it was important," she said. 


In New York, Lynn Sherr, formerly with 


WCBS News, convinced the management there to 
let her take a camera crew to Albany for what 
turned out to be a successful two-part series on 
women state senators. She said the initial reaction 
from the management was: "Three women 
legislators? Who cares?"- 


They should, but do so-called "women's 


stories" make "good movies," as they say in 
television? When forced to choose between footage 
or a roaring fire and an orderly day care 
demonstration, news editors know what looks 
better in living color. 


How do viewers react to this new breed of TV 


newswoman? To judge by interviews with news 
executives, the public seems to approve of or, at 
least, accept them. 


In any case, ratings have not plummeted. 


Advertisers have not stormed the studies. And mail 
has been generally favorable, though not unduly 
heavy. 


Moreover, some executives seemed surprised 


that the newswomen — they are mostly young, at- 
tractive, articulate and usually blond — appeal to 
audiences of both sexes'. 


Jean Emersen, for example, sits on the Seattle 


anchor desk because ratings indicated that she 
pulled women in the 18-to-34 age bracket with "real 
buying power." 


Contacts for network correspondents, who 


tend to be older and more seasoned, run roughly 
from $30,000 to $40,000. 


On the local station level, contracts are lower 


but some newswomen do better there simply 
because union rates are higher for live, on-camera 
work than for filmed reports. 


Anchoring also helps. One West Coast woman 


who reports and anchors two shows makes $38.000. 
By contrast, Elizabeth Campbell, reporter and co- 
producer for a Los Angeles show makes $22,000; 
Wyorna Best earns $11,000 reporting for a 
Rochester, N.Y., station; Angell Rusted earns $8,- 
000 as a Charlottesville, Va., news director. And 
many women, especially .those at nonunion 
stations, complain that they are being paid less 
than men in comparable jobs. 


In general, the signs are that the medium 


seems to be getting the message. The push now is 
for a prime-time anchor woman (in New York) and 
a "female Walter Cronkite" (anywhere),

'Grass Roots' Support Spells Success

Grass roots support. That's 


what it takes to carry out an 
effective legislative program, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Alice McKee, 
executive director of the Iowa 
Commission on the Status of 
Women. 


Mrs. McKee, a resident of Des 


Moines. is in Lincoln this 
weekend for a Saturday 
workshop on legislation and the 
female • offender, being spon- 
sored by the American Associa- 
tion of University Women 
(AAUW). 


Noting that women's 


organizations in the state of Iowa 
have had considerable success 
recently in securing the passage 
of "women's rights" legislation, 
Mrs. McKee said^ "We've had a 
tremendous legislative program. 


and the legislature has been very 
receptive to women's issues." 


During the 1974 session of the 


Iowa legislature, a number of 
women's organizations — in- 
cluding the AAUW, the Women's 
Political Caucus and the League 
of Women Voters — pushed for, 
and obtained, the passage of 
laws dealing with such issues as 
inheritance taxes and sex dis- 
crimination in public schools, 
Mrs. McKee said. 


Perhaps the most publicized 


result of this legislative effort 
was the modification, by the 
Iowa legislature, of the state's 
rape statute. 


Mrs. McKee said that she 


believes that Iowa is one of the 
first states to alter its rape law in 
such a way as to eliminate the 
requirement of corroborating 
evidence in a rape case; and to

prohibit the admission of 
evidence of past sexual conduct 
on the part of the victim. 


In giving advice to women's 


organizations working in the 


area of legislative reform, she 
said, "It's absolutely imperative 
that you develop the type of 
organization that really gets out 
to the small towns and rural 
areas." 


Legislators "have got to know 


that their constituents — those 
who will be voting for them — 
are really in favor of change." 


Referring to what she saw as 


"a real and very genuine grass 
roots support for" the aforemen- 
tioned issues in the state of 
Iowa, Mrs. McKee went on to 
say that the Iowa Commission on 
-the Status of Women can take 
credit for serving as a resource 
center for information per- 
taining to those issues:

On the basis of her experience, 


she said that it's important for 
women's organizations "to 
develop a good supply of 
background information and 
channel it out into the outlying 
areas." 


Although she said that 


coalitions of women's 
organizations are "an important 
kind of activity," she added that 
such coalitions, in order to be 
effective, must be organized 
around specific issues. 


What's in the future as far as 


women's issues and legislation 
are concerned? 


"As I look at my own state, 


one of the biggest issues will be 
welfare. There are more women 
on welfare than men," Mrs. 
McKee said, indicating that this 
is probably a direct result of 
lower wages and fewer employ- 
ment opportunities for women. 


"So we have to assume that 


welfare is a women's problem." 


In addition, the issues of 


Social Security and tax reform 
will be dealt with in the future, 
she said. 


"And we all lodk forward to 


the ratification of the ERA" — 
possibly in 1975. 


However, if and when that 


comes to pass, the battle for 
women's rights will not be over, 
Mrs. McKee warned. 


Women will still have to face 


the continuing "gap between the 
rhetoric and the laws.'v

Control Of Board 
Is Up For Grabs

. Control of the Lancaster County Board is 
up for grabs in this year's election. Two of 
the three members are up for re-election 
and both have strong opposition. 


Republican County Board Chairman 


Robert Colin, seeking his second term on 
the board, faces opposition from his 
predecessor, Ralph Harlan, who was the 
first Democrat elected Lancaster County 
commissioner. Harlan, elected in 1958, was 
on the board for 12 years. 


Harlan did not seek re-election four years 


ago in order to run for the Railway Com- 
mission, which is now the Public Service 
commission. Unsuccessful in that bid, 
Harlan is now hoping to get back on the 
board, "to give the rural people some 
representation." 


Veteran Commissioner Kenneth Bourne, 


who has served on the board for 16 years, is 
being challenged by a young attorney, 
Bruce Hamilton, who ran unsuccessfully 
for Congress six years ago. 


Personal Contact 


Hamilton, with his workers, plans to 


knock on doors throughout the county for 
personal contact with county residents. 


He said he hopes to reach at least one- 


half of the voters in the county by election 
day Nov. 5. 


A Hickman cattle feeder and builder, 


Harlan says spending; should be limited in 
order to cut taxes. 


He said that many farmers, because of 


the drought and inflation, are facing 
problems which may make it difficult for 
them to pay their tax bills. 


Opposed to immediate, merger of city 


and county governments, Harlan noted that 
the Arthur B. Little report on city and 
county government consolidation states 
that taxes would increase with conslidation 
as proposed. 


"I feel we need closer cooperation rather 


than a complete merger," he said. 


Colin, who feels that consolidation of the 


two governments is at least 10 years away, 
said that a merger is inevitable because 
"we're at a point where the people can't af- 
ford to operate two separate 
governments," when the city comprises 
such a large portion of the county. 
- Colin, who owns and operates Colin 
Electric, points to the progress made 
toward "better, more efficient 
government" since he became a member 
of the board four years ago. 


Emphasizing the need for cooperation 


between the city and county, Cohn said 
that he doesn't think a partnership arrange- 
ment would be successful because having 
"two bosses just doesn't work." 


Source Of Authority 


There should be one central source of 


authority, he said, with one government 
contracting with the other for services in 
which that particular government may 
have the greater expertise. 


He cited the recently-approved personnel 


contract and proposed purchasing contract 
agreements between the city and county as 
examples of progress in cooperative ef- 
forts. 


Bourne states he is "proud of my record 


as a full-time county commissioner." 


He contends that he has been able to 


'secure cooperation of his fellow com- 
misioners, the mayor, the City Council 
members, other governmental units in the 
county and county officials and employes 
"in meeting the numerous challenges to ef- 
ficient and economic government in a 
nuclear age." 


Bourne says he has always made himself 


available "with a sympathetic ear to dis- 
cuss the problems of our citizens." 


Consolidation Favored 


Hamilton, throughout his campaign has 


pushed for consolidation of city and county 
government. 


"County government has beei run in an 


inefficient way — it is outdated and an- 
tiquated," he says. 


Hamilton said he feels much progress 


has been made in the last two years and 
that progress will improve at an ever 
greater pace if all tkree commissioners 
agree on most points of the progress. 


He emphasizes making tke office accessi- 


ble and accountable to the people. 


Hamilton also emphasizes the need for 


better planning in the areas of land use, 
zoning and environment. 


"Too often decisions are being made 


witnout forethought of what type of com- 
munity we want to live in five to 10 years 
from now," he said. 


Human needs is the third area 


emphasized by Hamilton, who notes that 
the county has taken the first major step to 
improve the quality of human services by 
setting up a department applications are 
now being screened for the director's posi- 
tion.

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Pine Ridge Official Hits 


-Conceived' Remarks 


PiM Ridge, S.O. (UPD-The 


superintendent of the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs (BIA) agency on* 
the Pine Ridge Reservation 
charged that white ranchers are 
making "ill-conceived and in- 
flammatory" statements about 
lack of law and order on the 
reservation. 


Albert G. Trimble responded 


to charges made Thursday in 
Rapid City by spokesmen for 
some 200 citizens from 
southwest South wdakota who 
met with Gov. Richard Kneip to 
discuss the matter. 


One rancher, Marion Schultz, 


Batesland, told the governor that 
there is no law and order in the 
area. Another, Robert Halferty, 


, said "we're on the brink of civil 
war..." 


Kneip told the ranchers that 


the federal government, not the 
state, has jurisdiction on all 
reservations. "Don't ask me to 
agree when you say you'll take 


the law into your own hands," 
Kneip said. 


Remarks 'Inflammatory' 
Trimble said the "civil war" 


remarks by the ranchers "are es- 
pecially ill-conceived and inflam- 
matory." 


"It appears that some non- 


Indians residing on the reserva- 
tion are really deploring the dis- 
appearance of sheltered 
colonialism in the face of 
demands on the part of South 
Dakota Indians for equal rights 
and privileges, both on the reser- 
vation and off," Trimble said. 


Trimble, noting that some of 


the comments at the Rapid City 
meeting were broadcast, said 
they were "an attempt at in- 
timidation through the media."

J. James 
Exon, told the subcommittee, 
"I'm in the process of trying to 
campaign. I've already lost two 
weeks because of this, and I'd 
like to continue. 


'Politically Motivated' 


"If this (inquiry) drags out, I 


can come to no other conclusion 
than that this is politically 
motivated ... It would seem 
you're timing it toward the elec- 
tion." 


Jackson asked why the in- 


vestigation into a lease signed 


. three years-ago was called now 


and not on Nov. 6, the day after 
the election. The subcommittee 
was formed by Sen. Richard 
Marvel, Republican candidate 
for governor. 


Douglas County Republican 


Chairman Hal Daub has charged 
that the lease on the 30,000 
square feet of office space at 
$145 a square foot is a |3 million 
"rip-off" intended to reward 
Jackson for his support of Exon. 


The 15-year lease is paid for 


with federal funds and was not 
put out for bids. State law does 
not require bids on office space. 


Jackson told tbe committee it 


is "awfully strange that the only 
lease being talked about is the 
lease I have with the state." 


2 Other Leases 


He noted that three other 


leases for the Labor Department 
were negotiated in the same 
manner that year. Two of those 
leases involved David Tews, a 
former state senator and 
legislative lobbyist 


Jackson asked Clark, "Do you 


intend to subpoena David 
Tews?" Clark said he would be 
happy to do it. 


Clark said if Jackson implied 


that the subcommittee was not 
being fair he was wrong. 


Sen. Shirley Marsh of Lincoln 


said, "I'm a member of a non- 
partisan public body serving the 
people I represent to the best of 
my ability." 


Jackson said, "When I see 


nothing but Republicans in front 


of me, it's hard for me to sit here 
as a Democrat and not feel this 
is a politically charged 
meeting." 


Records Demanded 


For next Tuesday's meeting, 


Viren told Jackson to bring 
cancelled checks showing how 
an 1800,000 loan to construct the 
building at 5404 Cedar in Omaha 
was spent. He also asked for 
Jackson's partnership tax 
returns. 


Michael Fitzgerald, Jackson's 


attorney, refused to produce the 
tax return and checks at first. 
After Viren said they would be 
subpoenaed if they were not 
produced, Jackson agreed to 
bring them. 


Fitzgerald estimated the total 


cost of the building as ?610- 
620,000. 


Jackson said the lease data he 


provided the Labor Department 
for purposes of comparison was 
comparable to the kind of 
building Jado constructed. 


The comparable lease data 


was supplied to Jackson by 
Douglas County Commissioner 
Dan Lynch. However, the two 
proposals were not made by 
Jado, as was reported Friday. 


Exon Too 
Sees Mark 
Of Politics

Exon said Friday the subcom-

Cornhuskers Hope For Birthday Spoiler

Lawrence, Kan. — Kansas hopes to present Coach Don 


Fambrough" with a victory as his 52nd birthday gift Saturday in 
Memorial Stadium when the Jayhawks take on Nebraska's 
Cornhuskers in an important Big Eight Conference football 
game. 


The kickoff at 1:30 p.m., before a sellout crowd of 51.SM, 


will find the irresistible force going against the immovable 
object — Kansas, the fourth team in the nation ii total offense,' 
against Nebraska, the fourth team in the nation in total defense. 


The Jayhawks, 4-1 on the season and 1-0 in the conference, 


have fared better from an injury standpoint than the Huskers, 
who are 3-2. Both losses came after veteran quarterback Dave 
Humm suffered injuries after getting his team in front. 


Kansas hadn't lost a single player to injury through the first 


four games, but may have had its first one in last Saturday's 20- 
13 victory over state rival Kansas State. 


Fambrough has been forced to juggle his lineup because 


defensive end Leslie Barnes suffered strained knee ligaments 
against the Wildcats. He's listed doubtful for the Husker test. 
Rick Kovatch, a junior, has moved into Barnes' starting spot 
with freshman Tom Dinkel backing him up. 


Coach Tom Osbome faced a staggering injury list after the 


21-10 loss to Missouri last Saturday, but all but cornerback Dave

Kaasat' Don Fambrowgh: "Missouri sure didn't do us any 


favors. I'm sure everybody concerned is gettin' a little static up 
there in Nebraska. Everybody's probably madder 'n hell." 


Nebraska's Tom Osbome: "Kansas has the best offensive 


team we've faced and this Kansas team is better than last year. 
They've come up with a fine quarterback in Scott McMichael 
and those two runners (Robert Miller and Laverne Smith) are 
tough." 


Butterfield have recovered and will be available. Even Butter- 
field, who has a jammed neck, made the trip and might play. 


Returning to the lineup in a reserve role will be I-back John 


O'Leary, who has been idled since the Wisconsin game when he 
suffered a broken jaw.

"Kansas has the best offensive team we've faced." Osborne 


said. "We just have to play the best football we'v e played this 
season." 


Fambrough, on the other hand, frets that Missouri's victory 


over the Huskers will be a factor causing Nebraska to give a top 
effort. "Nebraska is going to be ready to play after losing like 
tltat," he said. "That's the second straight year Missouri has up- 
set them the week before our game." 


Missouri won 13-12 last year in Columbia and the next week 


the Cornhuskers slipped past Kansas 10-9 in Lincoln. It marked 
the fifth consecutive victory for Nebraska over the Jayhawks 
and increased its series lead to 56 victories, 21 losses and three 
ties. 


Just as last year, Kansas has been the surprise team of the 


conference even though Fambrough warned people before the 
season started that his defensive team was loaded with talent 
and that the offense would improve and be tough by mid-season. 


"This is the best accumulation of talent we've had on 


defense in as long as I can remember," Fambrough said. 
"We've got size, quickness, speed and depth. No doubt our 
defense will be the key for us this year." 


He believes Nebraska's offense will provide the biggest test 


yet for his defense. "They have a complete offense and can do so 
many things to hurt you," he said. "And, of course, defense has 
been a trademark at Nebraska for years. They don't give you a 
thing. You have to earn everything you get." 
•- Oddsmakers have made NU a 10-point favorite, but they've 
been favored in every game.

Hastings — Led by Dan Kass and Tim Norwood, Lincoln 


Northeast blasted Hastings, 41-13, here Friday night in a Trans- 
Nebraska conference game. 


Kass rushed for 138 yards in 12 carries and scored one

xBig Play 'Team 
Hits Southeast

Emotionally charged Lincoln 


East parlayed a rugged, swar- 
ming defense with a big play 
offense Friday night to whip Lin- 
coln Southeast, 20-0, before a 
crowd of 7,732 at Seacrest Field 
in a battle between two un- 
beaten teams. 


While East, rated No. 2 in the 


state, was handing No. 3 rated 
Southeast its first shutout of the 
season, the Spartans rode the 
offensive punch of punt returner 
Sam Yowell and receiver Karl 
Voss to emerge as the city's only 
undefeated team. 


Known as a "big play'' team 


all year, the Spartans struck 
suddenly in the first quarter 
when quarterback Bill Holmes 
hit Voss with a 37-yard scoring 
pass as Voss raced down the left 
side to score. 


"As always, our kids were very 


intense," East coach Lee Zentic 
said. "That's the way we've ap- 
proached the game all season. 
We're going to go out there and 
throw the ball, run the option 
and run the veers. If we make 
mistakes, they are going to be 
hard mistakes, because we're 
there to hit and do the best we 
can." 


Hit they did, as tackles Brian 


Hensel and John Seiko and end 
Gordon Thiessen were constant- 
ly in the Southeast backfield, 
while holding the Knights to 
only 63 yards passing and 84 
yards rushing. 


The Spartan defense was so 


hard hitting, that Southeast 
quarterback Tim Hager — the 
state's leading passer — was 
forced out of the contest for 
good when he sustained a head 
injury in the second period. 


"We don't want to use Hager's 


injury as an excuse," Southeast 
head coach Frank Solich said. 
"East just outplayed us man for 
man. 


"I didn't think our defense 


played that badly, they just were 
on the field so long because our 
offense couldn't get anything 
going. Of course the big plays 
hurt." 


The second big play of the 


evening — and the backbreaker 
for the Knights — came with 
seven minutes left in the second 
quarter. East's Yowell fielded a 
punt on his own 25-yard line, cut 
to his left and raced unmolested 
to the end zone as the Spartans 
moved to a 14-0 halftime advan- 
tage. 


"We've had trouble with our 


punt return game all year," 
Solich said. "And there may 
have been a lack of hustle by a 
couple of our players on the 
return." 


East put the game out of reach 


with a third quarter, one-yard 
touchdown plunge by quarter- 
back Dave Walters after Voss set 
up with score with a 49-yard pass 
reception. 


Voss, a 5-9, 165-pounder, out- 


fought Southeast defensive back 
Randy Foster for the bomb. 
Walters had replaced Holmes 
after be suffered a hand injury in 
the third period. 


For Zentic's club, it was the 


second pressure victory in as 
many weeks over an undefeated 
Lincoln team. 


Last week the Spartans 


whipped Lincoln Northeast, 
rated No. 2 at the time, 10-7, set- 
ting up Friday night's battle as 
both East and Southeast entered 
the contest with perfect 6-0 
records. 


"We had to get wound up with 


two tough games like this in a 
row," Zentic said. "We had to 
have the double.

But when 
you attack one of us, you attack 
us all." 


In a game where the only thing

'Dodgers, whose 102 regular 
season victories were the most in 
the major leagues, was the final 
convincer. Maybe, just maybe, it

keep proclaiming that their 
league is the stronger one. 


" in June, Jackson and center- 
fielder Bill North fought in the 
'clubhouse. Catcher Ray Fosse 
hurt his neck breaking it up, and 
was out of action more than two 
months.

VIENNA (AP) - Leaders of 


the Pan AVMERICAN Sports 
Organization will were quietly 
confident Friday night that the 
Pan American Games will be 
held in Mexico City next Octo- 
ber.

size. 


"They would have been held 


in May in Sao Paulo. Mexico City.. 
has suggested October. That will. 
give them almost a year to 
organize them."

What A Whey! 


College Park, Md. (UPI) — Mother Goose said Little 


Miss Muffet sat on her tuffet eating her curds and whey — 
but University of Maryland scientists say she could have 
had a martini instead. 


Dr. Joseph Mattick said scientists at the campus have 


produced a tasty and vitamin-filled alcoholic beverage 
from whey. 


"You can make a good martini out of it," added Mat- 


tick, a dairy scientist at the university. 


Whey, a byproduct of cottage cheese production, 


can be made into a pale yellow wine that Mattick said is 
"rather dry, like a chianti." 


He added that whey is high in protein, lactose (milk 


sugar), minerals and riboflavin. 


The whey wine produced so far has only a 9% 


alcoholic content, but Mattick predicted it may go on the 
market after that is increased to 12 or 13%. 


Bond Sales Scheme 
Said 'V/c/ous, Brutal' 


Fort Lauderdale, FTa. (UPI) 


— A federal judge Friday 
ordered a bond sales firm put 
out of business because it bilked 
former prisoners of war and 
others out of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 


U.S. District Judge Charles 


Fulton called the bond sales 
scheme used by R. J. Allen and 
Associates of Fort Lauderdale 
against the former POWs "a 
horrible fraud — one that was 
vicious and brutal." 


"It is hard to imagine a more 


diabolical scheme, which 
cheated and defrauded these 
people, many of whom have 
been left destitute," said Fulton 
after he ordered the firm into 
receivership. 


Company assets will be frozen 


and then distributed to those 
who can prove they were bilked 
by the company. 


A permanent injunction 


against R. J. Allen and 
Associates had been sought by 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


Testimony during the case 


showed that the company, 
headed by Allen, William 
Alexander and Charles Diaz, had 
taken in $4.5 million during a 27- 
month period ending last 
August 


The firm offered for sale 


bonds which it claimed were in- 
sured and guaranteed against 
loss of either principle or in- 
terest, though neither was the 
case. 


Interest from the bonds, and 


in many cases the bonds 
themselves, were never received 
by the investors. The revenue 
was supposed to have been 
supplied by a hydroponic peat 
moss plant in Tuskegee, Ala.

The building, under construc- 


tion since November, 1972, will 
be completed by next May. Cost 
of the total project is more than 
$50.26 million. 


First District Congressman 


Charles Thone talked about his 
involvement in Congressional ac- 
tion in April, 1972, that allowed 
Lincoln's federal building, and 
that of 62 other cities', to be 
built on lease-purchase 
agreements. 


Other speakers at the 


ceremony included Stan Matzke, 
Nebraska Administrative Ser- 
vices Director, representing 
Gov. J. James Exon; Lincoln 
Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf and 
Harold Mack, of the federal 


General Services Administration 
(GSA) offices in Kansas City, 
Mo. 


A time capsule with a copy of 


legislation enabling the building, 
lists of employes and newspaper 
articles about the building was 
put in the cornerstone. • 


The building's 291,000 square 


feet of floor space will house 19 
federal government agencies. 


Special features of the 


building include a three-part fire 
alarm system, an infirmary for 
employes and allowances for the 
handicapped, such as ramp en- 
trances, tactile warnings for the 
blind and elevator controls, 
drinking fountains and 
telephones reachable to those in 
wheelchairs. 


The building was proposed for 


construction by the GSA nearly 
10 years ago. 


Problems Blamed 
On Mrs. Whiting

A teacher at the State Penal 


Complex said Friday the 
problems with the complex's 
education program can be 
summed up in two words: Edith 
Whiting. 


She is the program's director. 
Teachers and two principals 


from the Penitentiary and Men's 
Reformatory 
told 
the 


Legislature's Judiciary Com- 
mittee that Mrs. Whiting's iron- 
fisted control over the program 
has kept classes basically as they 
were in 1961 when she took over. 


Don Seibold, principal at the 


Penitentiary, said, "The 
educational program is basically 
the same as it was when I came 
there, and that was before Mrs. 
Whiting. 


"It's gotten to be a legend that 


she set it (the education 
program) up. I want to set that 
straight." 


'Not Relevant' 


Due to her "strict" control, 


Seibold said the program has not 
kept up with changes in attitude 
among inmates and educators. 
That, he said, is part of the 
reason "why our program is not 
particularly relevant." 


Asked how such conditions 


could exist, Robert Prenosil, a 
teacher, said, "The higher 
echelon of administration was 
not concerned enough to look 
into what she was doing. They 
were interested in education 
only as window dressing." 


Seibold said, "Up until last 


year no one ever asked my opi- 
nion on the program. We were 
told, 'Here it is, go do it.' " 


Mrs. Whiting did not attend 


Friday's meeting, although com- 
mittee members intended to 
subpoena her. 


Medical Absence 


§tate Corrections Director 


Joseph Vitek said Mrs. Whiting 
has been put on sick leave on the 
advice of her doctor and was un- 
able to appear. 


Vitek said he does not expect 


she will be able to return to her 
job in the near future. Vitek said 
he has made no decision 
whether to hire a replacement. 


The committee's research into 


'the complex's education 
program gained attention when 
a report was issued Oct: 3 
criticizing it. 


The report said attendance in 


classes had fallen off and in- 
dicated teachers and inmates 
were generally unhappy with 
Mrs. Whiting's program. 


The committee subpoenaed 


her University of Nebraska 
transcript Friday which failed to 
shed any light on her education 
in Euorpe prior to World War n. 


George Carpenter, principal of 


Reformatory education, said all 
of the current conditions in the 
educational program "can be 
laid at the feet of Mrs. Whiting." 


No Action For Months 


As an example, Seibold and 


Carpenter said Mrs. Whiting 
received an application for 
federal money to provide for 
remedial 
reading 
and 


mathematics teachers. They said 
she went for months without ac- 
ting on the application. 


Seibold said, "I felt it was her 


intention that it (the application) 
should die on my desk." 


Time ran out, but Carpenter 


said they managed to secure 
$83,000 in federal money.

problems. 


Recker said, "We have good 


teachers and good principals, 
but we lack leadershp. There is 
much that I think is a waste of 
taxpayers' money. The problems 
could be summed up in two 
words. Edith Whiting."

Pipeline 
Just Fine, 
Soys Official 


Everything about the Alaska 


pipeline is just fine. 


That was toe message from 


Van R. H. Sternbergh, public 
.communications coordinator for 
the American Petroleum 
Institute in Washington, D.C., 
when he met the press Friday in 
Lincoln. 


Sternbergh said caribou will 


be able to migrate normally and 
there won't be any massive oil 
spills from the 789-mile-long 
pipeline. 


Sternbergh even had good 


words for the delay caused by 
environmentalists before 
Congress approved construction 
of the pipeline in December, 
1973. The delay resulted in 
better safety procedures to make 
sure there are no oil spills, he 
said. 


He said the pipeline, which 


will stretch from north to south 
virtually across the entire length 
of Alaska by 1977, will not in- 
terfere with the migration ot the 
caribou because they also 
migrate north and south. If 
caribou want to move east and 
west there will be ramps over 
the pipeline where they and 
other wild animals"can cross, he 
said. 


Sternbergh said that there will 


be about 15 to 20 monitoring 
stations along the pipeline. 
Remote control safety valves can 
stop the flow of oil to prevent 
massive spills, he said. 


He also said the pipeline will 


be flexible to the extent that it 
can move 20 feet sideways or 12 
feet vertically before it will rup- 
ture. This flexibility will help 
prevent a mudslide from 
breaking the line, he said. 


An 800-mile access road, com- 


pleted this summer will run 
along the pipeline and is 40 to 60 
feet wide and five to seven feet 
deep in places, he said.
